TERMS OF SALE 


DELIVERY. Our trucks run throughout the San Joaquin and Sacra- 
mento Valleys. Truck deliveries are made without charge in this area. 
If necessary to ship your order by rail or motor express, we ship 
collect, and make no charge for packing. Growers are more than 
welcome to call and take delivery of their orders at our salesyard. 
Our shipping and delivery season runs from December until the last 


of March, 


QUALITY and CONDITION. If any defective trees or vines are found 
which may have escaped our graders; or if any stock arrives in de- 
fective condition, we ask you to notify us within ten days of receipt of 
shipment. We will then replace, or refund the purchase price of such 
defective trees or vines.

The most exciting news this year is that our ROSE NEC- 
TARINE (Plant Pat. 1421), in addition to its other merits, 
has proven itself to be a fine canning fruit. One of Sacra- 
mento’s leading canning companies gave it their rigid tests 
this year, and then reported enthusiastically, “This is the 
nectarine we have been looking for. Not only will we be 
in the market for all the fruit we can buy, but we are 
ordering 3000 trees to plant on our own ranch in the 
Sacramento Valley”. 


When it comes to freezing, commercial freezers want a 
white flesh freestone that has the characteristic ‘‘nectarine”’ 
flavor. Out of all the nectarine varieties introduced during 
the past 20 years, the Rose is the only one that meets these 
specifications. A Fresno County Freezer has been freezing 
the Rose for the past three years, and is anxious to have 
more acreage planted to take care of the increasing de- 
mand for the frozen fruit. 


But we believe the best profits will be made by those 
growers who pack the Rose for fresh shipment. It ripens 
early in July. Its striking color gives it unusual eye appeal, 
and its fine nectarine flavor means consumer acceptance 
that is the envy of fresh fruit shippers. The flesh is firm, 
and we have shipped it successfully as far as New York. 


The Rose is a heavy, consistent producer. We have been 
observing it for the past seven years, and during this 
entire period it has never failed to set a good crop, Mr. 
Joseph Olivera, prominent grower of Denair, planted 102 
Rose nectarine trees in 1955. In 1958 they produced six 
tons of fruit. In 1959, at only 4% years of age, these 102 
trees produced 12.65 tons of fruit — actually packed out 
for shipment. Mr. Olivera’s gross income from these trees 
this year (1959) was $2530.00! 


If we seem a bit enthusiastic about the Rose it is because 
this three-way outlet puts it in a “class by itself” — and 
there is no overproduction in sight. We are making an- 
other orchard planting on our own property because we 
believe that the planting of Rose nectarines on good land 
is one of the best investments a fruit grower can make this 


year, 


The MARIGOLD NECTARINE (Plant Pat. 1724), is also 
proving to be a money maker. This year the crop on our 
young orchard sold for an average price of $3.18 F.O.B. 
per L.A. lug. The Marigold ripens the middle of August. It 
is a handsome yellow flesh freestone, and a good bearer. 
The flesh is firm, making it a long distance shipper. 
(100 or more trees only). 


Since its introduction a year ago, the MERCED ALMOND 
(Plant Pat. 1730) has already become the leader among 
new almond varieties. Demand for the trees last year was 
in excess of supply, and we have increased our nursery 
production for the coming season. The blooming date of 
Merced is virtually identical with that of Nonpareil. It is an 
excellent pollinizer. The Merced is “Papershell’ — having 
the same high cracking percentage as Nonpareil, and has 
been selling at Nonpareil prices. Another of its outstanding 
characteristics is that it comes into bearing at an early 
age — 2.2 lbs. of nuts per tree were produced in the 
original Rogers Orchard when in its third leaf. The variety 
is now 12 years old, and has proven to be a good con- 
sistent bearer. 


Of all the varieties available, we believe the Merced is 
the best to plant with Nonpareil — for excellent pollina- 
tion — for top prices for the nuts — and for early and 
heavy production.
